We managed to get the 
Series of Unfortunate Events writer, 
Lemony Snicket, and his associate, 
Daniel Handler, in the same room— 
although it was too dark for us to be 
certain. In any case, they were kind 
enough to answer our questions. 


NICK MAG PRESENTS: How would you each 
describe your work? 

LEMONY SNICKET: I conduct research, interview 
witnesses, decode messages, write the books, sneak 
into (and out of) libraries, smuggle manuscripts to 

my editor, and try to escape from my enemies and/or 
their representatives. 

DANIEL HANDLER: I talk to people interested in 

Mr. Snicket’s work when he is unable to be there, and I 
do some light housekeeping. 


What about these rumors that Mr. Handler is the 
author of all these unfortunate books? 
SNICKET: Untrue rumors should be ignored, or 
repeated to one’s closest friends. 


Mr. Snicket, what do you 
think of Mr. Handier’s 
efforts to stop people from 
reading these books? He q 
hasn’t been very successful. — 
SNICKET: My representative has done all he possibly 
can to convince people to put these books down, but he is 
constantly thwarted, a word which here means “seeing 
his efforts ruined by a small group of depraved individu- 
als who think these books are appropriate for anyone— 
including children—to read.”
